Then and Now 
Mattapoisett's Bowling Lanes 
By Virginia Morgan 

Then 

Duckpin bowling has been around for over 100 
years and Mattapoisett's Bowl Mor Lanes have been in 
operation for almost 60 years. The lanes opened in 1946 
when it was built by Manuel Linhares to service the town 
with this type of entertainment. Even though there was a 
building at Crescent Beach housing two or three lanes and 
operating only in the summer time, this new duckpin 
bowling alley proved very popular. 

At its present location on Route 6, the first opera- 
tor was Gabe (last name unknown), and it needed pin 
boys to set up the alleys. This was before automation 
came to the lanes in the mid-1950s. In 1946 the town

report noted the playground at Center School was being 
used mostly by very young children, as the older boys 
were working at the new bowling alley as pin boys. 

Former Selectman William "Bill" Hubbard 
remembers the lanes very well in its early days as he was 
one of the many young teenagers working as a pin boy 
"We got ten cents each string and tried our best to operate 
as many lanes as we could to make spending money," Mr. 
Hubbard said. "In the summer we spent time at the lanes 
at Crescent Beach to meet girls," he said jokingly. 

On the corner where the Cathay Temple now 
stands there was Christ's Fish Market, followed later by 
the New York Restaurant and in 1951 the Cathay Temple 
was built.

moved to where Brad's is now. At the time of the move, it 
was named Stan's Cafe. The business changed names 
many times in the following years: from Bill Hubbard's 
Hub's Pub, Ted Walega bought the building then it was 
named Captain Vin's, Stumble Inn and, lastly. Brad's. 

Duckpin bowling was born in Baltimore, MD and 
has been around since 1900. It was one of Babe Ruth's 
favorite games — besides baseball, of course! Most alleys 
closed down for the summer, but a few of them remained 
open so that bowlers could practice with small balls, 
about six inches in diameter. They usually played odd 
games called "back five" using just the 5, 8, 9 and 10 pins, 
and "cocked hat" which used only the 1, 7 and 10 pins. In 
1900, summer bowlers at the Diamond Alleys in Baltimore 
suggested it might be interesting to trim down the stan- 
dard pins to match the size of the ball. Manager John Van 
Sant liked the idea. He had a good wood turner to do the 
job and many of his customers enjoyed the new bowling 
game. 

At first, the rules of ten pin bowling were used, 
but because it is much harder to get strikes and spares, 
one small rule was changed: a bowler is allowed to use 
three bowls on each turn. 

Mr. Van Sant demonstrated the new sport to the 
owners of the alley, John McGraw and Wilbert Robinson. 
Though they were much better known as baseball manag- 
ers, McGraw and Robinson were also avid duck hunters. 
When they saw the way the small pins flew wildly 
around the alley, one of them remarked it looked like a

"flock of flying ducks/' During the 1920s duckpin bowl- 
ing spread along the east coast, from New England to 
Georgia. While the rules were basically the same every- 
where, balls, pins and lane sizes weren't standardized. 

The National Duckpin Bowling Congress 
(NDBC), founded in 1927, worked with member organiza- 
tions and manufacturers to bring about standardization. 
The NDBC held its first national tournament in 1928. 
There were 126 five-person teams, 162 doubles teams, and 
201 single entries. Duckpin bowling grew rapidly during 
the 1930s. Growth continued after World War II, reaching 
a peak of 300,000 sanctioned bowlers in 1967. Although 
the sport has declined since then, it is still strong in areas 
ranging from Washington to Baltimore and Connecticut, 
Rhode Island and parts of Massachusetts. 
Now 

Despite rumors in the past two years that the 
Bowl Mor Lanes would be closing when Cathay Temple 
was sold, the operation on Route 6 is still a busy entertain- 
ment spot in Mattapoisett. 

After its original owner changed hands, the lanes 
were operated by Tom and Polly Renahan; then, in the 
early 1970s, Jack and Pal O'Leary assumed the operation. 
Present owners Kathy (O'Leary) Macedo and her hus- 
band, Neil, have continued the lanes' operation since 
1994. 

Kathy explained what she liked about operating 
Bowl Mor Lanes is that the alleys have a traditional, 
friendly type bowling atmosphere, rather than a high-tech 
operation. Also, Kathy and her husband are very active 
bowlers. 

Kathy said: "We presently have nine winter 
leagues, playing from September to April, with some of 
the bowlers playing on more than one league. We have 
drop-in bowling every day, all year round. A very popular 
event is the birthday parties that can be held on week-

officials and retirees. Presently the town offers to all 
compensated elected officals health benefits and the town 
pays 75 percent of that cost. There are 19 people eligible, 
nine of whom participate and one retiree. 

In reviewing what neighboring towns offer, it is 
recommended by this committee that the coverage be 
discontinued for any newly-elected officials. Those 
currently covered will continue to be covered until they 
are no longer in office, and in the case of the retiree, until 
he passes away. The authority to affect this change is in 
the hands of the Board of Selectmen, or it can be voted at 
Town Meeting. 

Next, Town Admiminstrator Michael Botelho 
made a presentation explaining that the proposed pay 
change articles in the warrant were to bring Mattapoisett 
town employees in line with other local communities. 
"Many town employees had not seen increases in two 
years and in some cases, five years,'' Mr. Botelho said. 

Selectman Steve Lombard reminded Town 
Meeting members that at the Annual Meeting in May 2004 
it was agreed that if there was money in the budget, that 
compensation would be made to town employees. 

Another point made by the Board of Selectmen 
was that all money for these articles comes from taxation 
and is within the Proposition 2-1 / 2 levy limit. There are 
no overrides needed to fund these articles. 

Town Meeting voters considered and approved:

THORITY: This article passed authorizing the Board of 
Selectmen and the Finance Committee (FinCom) to jointly 
move money within the budget during the last quarter of 
the year, if needed, to "keep the govenment running,'' 
according to Mr. Botelho.

October 25, 2004

A Special Town Meeting for the Town of Marion 
was convened on Monday, October 25 at 7:12 pm in the 
auditorium of Sippican School by Town Moderator David 
B. Titus having noted the presence of a quorum of some 
160 voters. 

After introducing the various town officials 
present and reviewing some of the procedures for Town 
Meeting, Selectman Andrew Jeffrey introduced Article SI, 
which asked voters to change the town's election date 
from the "Friday following the fourth Monday of April'' 
to "the last Tuesday in May/' Town Administrator Jack 
Dolan said this change will complement the planned date 
change for the Annual Town Meeting which is slated for 
consideration on the next Annual Town Meeting warrant. 

"(This is) primarily for financial purposes," Mr. 
Dolan said. "We're hoping that we'll have better informa- 
tion from the state and make more informed decisions on 
things confronting us at Town Meeting. (So) if we move

the Town Meeting date (next year), we need to move out 
the election date, too. The town is (also) considering 
placing an article on the (Annual Town Meeting) warrant 
to adopt the Community Preservation Act ... which needs 
a 35-day window (for acceptance). So the purpose is two- 
fold." 

Resident Claire Russell questioned why the 
election was being changed to a Tuesday instead of 
keeping with the traditional Friday. 

"State law requires that an election not occur later 
than the end of May," Mr. Dolan said. "If we bumped it 
out further, it would have gone into June. We also chose 
Tuesday because it is a day which most people associate 
with (national) elections." 

"I think we should think again about having it on 
a Tuesday," said resident Kay Reis. "There is no reason 
why we shouldn't break new ground and put it on a day 
when people (can) much more easily get out and vote." 
With that, Ms. Reis moved to amend the article to change 
the day to Saturday. 

"Marion has been very fortunate in that Town 
Meetings don't run more than a few days," Mr. Dolan 
said. "We didn't want a situation where the election was 
running into Town Meeting. The other reason (we chose 
Tuesday) is we wouldn't have the 35-day window to pass 
the Community Preservation Act." 

With that, Ms. Reis' motion to amend failed, and 
then the original Article SI was approved via unanimous 
vote. 

Under Article S2, voters were asked to approve 
$2.28 million to construct a new water storage tank off 
Benson Brook Road. Mr. Dolan, who spoke on behalf of 
the Marion Water Committee and the Board of Water/ 
Sewer Commissioners, explained that although a site at 
Evergreen Cemetery was initially proposed at the Annual 
Town Meeting, the Water Committee has now recom-

mended the site on Benson Brook Road. 

''What we're envisioning on Benson Brook Road 
is a mini-DPW facility," Mr. Dolan said. "It just made 
some sense to consolidate operations in one area. It is 
town-owned land with no previous intended use." 

For comparison, Mr. Dolan noted that the Ever- 
green Cemetery site would require a fluted, pillar-style 
tank, 100 feet tall, and would need some 600 feet of 12- 
inch pipe to connect into the town's water system. The 
estimated cost of this proposal would be $1.6 million. 

The Benson Brook Road site would likely require 
an elevated spheroid-style tank, 110 feet tall, and would 
need some 4,000 feet of 16-inch pipe to connect into the 
water line. Because of the additional height and piping 
requirements, this proposal would cost $2.2 million. 
However, voters previously expressed their reluctance to 
support the Evergreen Cemetery location because it 
would be visible from Route 6 and to adjacent homes. 

Mr. Dolan said the $2.2 million cost would be 
spread out over 20 years at an estimated 5 percent interest 
rate, or $178,000 a year. The average cost to water custom- 
ers would be about $37.30 per year — some $10.15 more 
than the Evergreen Cemetery proposal. 

"I was initially opposed to water tanks at either 
location," said Selectman Jonathan Henry. "But I really see 
this as an opportunity for us to regionalize water services. 
In the future a joint project with Mattapoisett for a very 
large tank is technically feasible and possible. The more 
that we put things into one bucket, so-to-speak, then it

stands to reason the cost-per-gallon is going to go down. 
This tank will solve our storage problems for a long time 
(and) will give us an interconnection with another town, 
as planned/' 

With that. Article S2 carried unanimously. 

Under Article S3, voters were asked to transfer 
$25,000 from Free Cash for further architectural and 
engineering design development for a new police station. 
Since a more costly proposal was defeated at the last 
Annual Town Meeting, voters were now being asked to 
support an engineering and design study to look into a 
more scaled down facility. Article S3 carried unanimously.

related expenses for the existing Police and Fire Station on 
Spring Street. Selectman Henry noted that although they 
are working toward a new Police Station, the existing 
facility desperately needs a new boiler and will continue 
to be used in some capacity The article carried unani- 
mously 

In one of the more contentious requests under 
Article S5, voters were asked borrow $170,000 to be used 
by the Marine Resources Commission (MRC) to purchase 
a new harbor patrol boat for the Harbormaster's Depart- 
ment. Mr. Dolan said they didn't anticipate this purchase 
to impact the tax rate since a recent assessment indicated 
the MRC has sufficient funds to cover the cost from 
harbor fees collected. These fees were also recently 
adjusted to cover forthcoming expenses. 

'T think $170,000 is outrageous for a patrol boat,'' 
said resident Jim Crabtree. "There was a per-foot increase 
for boats about three years ago ... and now the Selectmen 
voted to up it again." 

"We don't sit there and raise the fees because we 
can," countered MRC member Vin Malkowski. "The 
harbor does not maintain itself, there are a lot of improve- 
ments that need to be done." 

Harbormaster Charles Bradley said they have had 
the existing harbor patrol boat — a Boston whaler — for 
about 15 years and he hopes to get much more life out of 
the new vessel which is an improved model. 

"It seems to me $170,000 is a whale of a lot of 
money to spend on a patrol boat, especially when the 
town supports five or six other boats," said Charles 
Elliott. "As a lifetime boat owner, a well-made fiberglass 
boat ought to last 50 years, not 15. Seems to me we spent a 
ton of money last year on a new boat. I guess we need a 
boat, but is there not some compromise?"

vehicle. That boat is the town's life line. We have one 
patrol boat and it has served this town well for many 
years. When the first crack of ice is opened, we're the first 
ones out there. We get calls on a year-round basis. Taking 
the boat out of the water (in the winter) would have done 
more damage." 

After Kay Reis successfully motioned to "move 
the question," the article carried via the required two- 
thirds vote. 

Under Article S6, voters were asked to approve 
$145,350 to supplement the Sippican School budget. Mr. 
Dolan said this money would be offset by payments from 
the ORR School District to the town to cover bus contracts 
and would not come out of the town budget. The article 
carried unanimously. 

Under Article S7, voters were asked to transfer 
$17,600 from Free Cash to supplement the Building 
Department budget to cover the cost difference between a 
part-time Building Commissioner and a full-time Building 
Commissioner. "We recently lost our Building Commis- 
sioner because he was a professional who wanted a full- 
time position," Mr. Dolan said. "Frankly, Fd like to be able 
to hire someone full-time who will serve us for many 
years." 

"I initially supported only a part-time Building 
Commissioner," said Selectman Jonathan Henry. "But 
after getting familiar with the operations in the Building 
Department, I think some of the messes we're in now are 
related to not having a full-time Building Commissioner.

Under Article S9, voters were asked to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to petition the legislature to enact 
special legislation to establish the Marion Affordable 
Housing Trust Fund. 'Tf adopted, the fund would be run 
by a three- to five-member Board of Directors (who) 
would be appointed by and report to the Board of Select- 
men/' said article proponent Stu Richardson. "At the 
present time, we have a Housing Committee ... (which) 
has established a plan for dealing with affordable hous- 
ing. The funds board and Housing Committee will work 
together to continue to develop the town's housing 
program. Some 60 communities across the Common- 
wealth have Housing Trust Funds. This will help meet 
Marion's affordable housing requirements by 2008." With 
that, the article passed unanimously. 

Under Article SIO, voters were asked to endorse 
the Open Space Acquisition Commission's purchase of 
eight parcels of land for $600,000 for conservation pur- 
poses.

intermunicipal agreement with Mattapoisett and 
Fairhaven for a water treatment facility, was passed over 
since the Governor has already signed and approved the 
regional water district. 

Under Article S12, voters were asked to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to accept the so-called Washburn 
Park land now or formerly owned by the Washburn Park 
Trust. The article passed unanimously. 

Under Article S13, voters were asked to authorize 
the Trustees of the Elizabeth Taber Library to apply for, 
accept, and expend any state grants to plan, design and 
improve the Elizabeth Taber Library. Library Trustees 
recently sent out a written survey to every household in 
Marion and got back an impressive 19 percent return. 
Based on these results and state requirements for funding, 
the town needs about 16,000 feet of floor space and only 
has some 4,000 feet right now. This article would simply 
give the project the town's stamp of approval and allow 
the Library Trustees to proceeds with applying for grant 
funding. The article carried unanimously. 

The remaining articles on the warrant were all 
either submitted by the Planning Board or by petition in 
response to the town's minimum buildable lot require- 
ments. According to Planning Board member Tom 
Magauran, about 180 lots are no longer eligible for 
development under the current, more stringent state 
requirements — and many of these were deemed build- 
able in the 1980s. Although state law limited 
grandfathering to only five years, Marion did not and it

wasn't until the 1996 Town Meeting that Marion voted to 
adopt the five-year grandfathering limit. 

"What that meant was ... noncompliant lots with 
contiguous ownership were affected/' Mr. Magauran said. 
'They had five years to either build upon or be merged. 
In 1989, we upzoned all the districts (and) made the 
requirements more stringent. Approximately 44 lots were 
then affected. They had five years to build or be merged." 

A motion was made to take Article S15 out of 
order since Article S14 was submitted by petition to 
counter S15. 

"We have an ability to protect these lots/' said 
Joseph Zora Jr., who supported the less stringent Article 
S14. "It affects families and their future. My problem with 
switching between 14 and 15 is if the article brought by 
petition is turned down, we can't come back for another 
two years — the Planning Board can. If my article goes 
first and it's voted down, the people can't bring it back for 
two years. It's a small thing, but at least it would allow 
them to have discussion."

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approve (Article S15)/' Planning Board member John 
Rockwell said. "In terms of taking care of people, I looked 
at the tax roll in 1999 ... (and these parcels aren't valued 
at) $200,000 that you'd get on the open market today. 
We've attempted to look at compromises on these small 
lots." 

"This is wrong," Mr. Zora replied. "When they 
rezoned the whole town (to two acres). We're only going 
back to where we were."

practice of ''gerrymandering/' which cuts up districts (often in 
back room deals) to ensure the re-election of incumbents. This 
often results in minority communities losing fair representation 
and discourages challengers. Massachusetts ranks 49th of the 50 
states in contested elections. Our redistricting process is so 
political that federal courts threw out redistricting plans this 
year and also back in 1987. 

The Ballot Question is worded as follows: "Shall the 
Representative from this district be instructed to vote in favor of 
a constitutional amendment that would remove the authority to 
create congressional and legislative districts from the state 
legislature and instead place the authority in the hands of an 
independent commission, subject to strict guidelines for public 
participation, non-partisanship, maintaining the integrity of 
existing communities, and respecting the voting rights of 
minorities?"

Additionally, 
last year European Journal of Chiropractic reported a 
long-term rise in immunoglobulin levels - critical for 
proper immune system function - for people who had 
undergone chiropractic care. In terms of specific 
conditions for various groups, published studies include a 
93% improvement rate for children with ear infections 
who were adjusted by chiropractors; in the 1990's, a pilot 
study that CD4 cells were increased 48% in HIV+ 
patients; and another showed a greater rate of 
improvement for elderly patients with acute pneumonia 

who were being adjusted as a part of their overall care.

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Grudge Dread

The Grudge, Starring Sarah Michelle Cellar and 
Bill Pullman. Directed by Takashi Shimizu. Run- 
ning time: 88 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Who exactly has a grudge against whom in The Grudge? 
Having just seen the movie, I still don't quite know. What I can tell 
you while shunning spoilers is this: Something bad, evil, happened 
in a Tokyo house, and the sheer bad vibes of the event have trapped 
its victims inside as yowling, crawling ghosts that apparently scare 
people to death. Such ghost stories are common in every storytelling 
culture, of course, but the Japanese have a long tradition of taking 
vengeful spirits seriously, in life as well as in art (Kabuki theater 
was devoted to tales of wrathful female ghosts for much of the 18th 
century). But what if the rightful target of supernatural rage is 
already dead? Then, I guess, the grudge is reserved for anyone 
foolish enough to enter the place of tragedy. 

And there are quite a lot of fools in The Grudge. Its nonlinear 
plot aside, the movie — a reworking of a story told in two TV movies 
and two theatrical films in Japan — is little more than a series of 
scenes in which one character after another ventures slowly, 
sloooowly, into a dark and creepy place while the audience waits 
for the big jump moment. This happens so often that the repetitive- 
ness begins to strike the audience funny, a fatal response to a movie 
that takes itself so deadly, glumly seriously. The Grudge, directed by 
Takashi Shimizu (who helmed the previous four incarnations), is a 

fray and dreary affair that seems inspired less by great Japanese 
orror {Kwaidan or Onihaha, to name just two) than by whatever's 
making kids spill their popcorn these days: M. Night Shyamalan's 
films. The Eye, Ringu and its American remake, and so on. 

Instead, of transplanting the story to America, as The Ring did, 
producer Sam Raimi chose to keep the action in Tokyo but with a 
mainly American cast, which requires the new screenwriter to draft 
bad expository dialogue explaining why various unconnected 
Americans are hanging out in Japan. Sarah Michelle Cellar, for 
instance, is there because her boyfriend is studying architecture 
there (though we know she's really there because she needs a non- 
Scooby Doo hit after Buffy). Hired to take the place of a health-care 
worker who's mysteriously disappeared. Cellar goes to the afore- 
mentioned bad-vibe house to look after a catatonic woman (Crace 
Zabriskie, cast as usual for her spooky thousand-yard stare that's 




kept food on her table since Twin Peaks). People begin to freak out 
and die. Cellar is traumatized, then is forced to return to the house. 
It all has something to do with an English professor (Bill Pullman) 
and a Japanese woman who shows up in the background of every 
photo of him. 

Some have said that 2003's Ju-On: The Grudge, which got a 
limited run in theaters earlier this year and will hit American DVD 
soon, makes very little sense unless you've seen the two TV movies 
before it. The new American version is nonsense squared; once the 
mystery of the motivating event is revealed, there are no other 
twists in store, and the movie ends on a cheap, unresolved note that 
unreasonably demands we return for a sequel. Cellar is reduced to 
a wimpier version of Buffy, looking as though she needs a Ciles to 
explain everything. The closest she gets is a Japanese detective 
played by Ryo Isnibashi, of Suicide Circle and Takashi Miike's 
notorious Audition; Ishibashi has had better days, as has Clea 
DuVall, who has a couple of scenes before turning up quivering and 
shell-shocked in bed. She's not the only one to flee to bed; the 
movie's biggest laugh comes when yet another victim of the ghosts 
locks herself in her apartment, jumps into bed, and pulls the covers 
up to her face like a kid spooked by a scary movie — though 
probably not this one. 

The Grudge doesn't even work as a travelogue of Japanese 
spiritual beliefs, and it very well could have. By having a bunch of 
Americans in the cast led by the callow Cellar, the movie could have 
taken the opportunity to educate us ignorant gaijin about, say, 
Shinto, or the noble history of spirits in religion and art. Instead, the 
story might as well be set in Cleveland, and it adds the weird 
subtext of Americans being terrified by damp-haired Japanese 
women. At least The Ring took what was universally eerie about 
Ringu and Americanized it; The Grudge just cannibalizes itself, 
exploiting Japanese spirituality for a few Saturday-night shocks to 
make teenagers shrielc and giggle.

Okay, we all know that the Red Sox will have swiftly 
defeated the Cardinals by this weekend, right? So what is 
everyone to do on Saturday and Sunday night while wait- 
ing for the kiddies to start roaming the neighborhood in 
search of bite-sized Snickers and Butterfingers? 

Well, given that it is Halloween and the unofficial holi- 
day for my favorite film genre — the spooky, creepy horror 
movie! — I can't think of a better time to dash out and rent 
or buy a few scream-inducing gems to enjoy by the Jack- 
O-Lantern's light. But let's not be predictable this year. For 
better or worse, you already know channels like TNT and 
AMC are going to run their obligatory marathons of Hal- 
loween 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 ... 8 ... how many are there again? ... 
and pulp like The Amityville Horror and Child's Play. I mean, 
how many times can you watch "Chucky the devil doll" 
come to life without — shudder! — batteries?? 

So, being the diligent and dedicated student of horror 
that I am, I thought I'd offer some recommendations for 
more obscure, lesser-known titles that are sure to make 
your skin crawl — even if they don't have endless roman 
numerals stuck after their titles. Try checking some of these 
little-known gems out ... and if you're really mad at me 
because your spouse or significant other clawed your arm 
while watching one of my suggestions, then I'll know I've 
done my job. 

First, instead of The Grudge or even the pale American 
remake The Ring, check out Kwaidan ... an eerie, creep- 
inducing series of Japanese ghost tales a-la Creepshow that 
is more unnerving in its quiet moments than all the cheap 
shocks and "stings" of conventional horror films. Imagine 
an elegant horror movie directed by Akira Kurosawa, and 
you'll have a good idea of what Kwaidan is all about — 
though I dare not reveal any plot details here. There's a 
great Criterion Collection DVD out there that is worth 
tracking down. 

Instead of suffering through idiotic plastic surgery fare 
like Nip/Tuck or The Swan, I dare you to experience Georges 
Franju's lyrical and shockingly realistic Eyes With A Face. 
Despite being shot in gorgeous black-and-white, this in- 
fluential 1959 French film about a mad doctor who is des- 
perate to help his disfigured daughter boasts a relentless 
and detailed surgical scene in which a woman's face is ... 
well, you've got to see it to believe it. But this isn't a "gross- 
out" film, per se, it's actually quite poetic and visually ar- 
resting. And the daughter's pale, emotionless porcelain 
mask probably had more than a little influence on John 
Carpenter's choice for Michael Myers' mask in Halloween. 
And, yes. The Criterion Collection has just released a pris- 
tine restored version of the film on DVD. 




Instead of the countless serial killer Friday the 13th or 
Nightmare on Elm Street clones out there, check out Michael 
Powell's Peeping Tom, the disturbing 1960 film which was 
sadly eclipsed by the release of Alfred Hitchcock's simi- 
larly-themed and more famous Psycho later that same year. 
Shot in vibrant and realistic color, Powell's film is the self- 
referential tale of a deranged serial killer who films the 
murder of his victims in the days before portable and more 
accessible video cameras. This is also the film which pio- 
neered the killer's point-of-view as shared by the audi- 
ence ... a gimmick which has been vastly overused in so- 
called "slasher" films. Is there a Criterion Collection DVD 
of Peeping Tom? Yes. Find it. 

Instead of the trendy new "gotcha" endings of M. 
Night Shyamalan, you'd do well to check out Herk 
Harvey's subtle and chilling 1962 classic Carnival of Souls, 
which took the fairly common plot twists of shows like 
The Twilight Zone and Alfred Hitchcock Presents and effec- 
tively expanded it over feature length. The film really turns 
on the fine performance of Candace Hilligoss, who walks 
zombie-like through most of the film (and, ironically 
enough, somewhat resembles Judith O'Dea from Night of 
the Living Dead, which owes a visual debt to Souls). Some 
contemporary audiences might find the film dated or slow, 
but it still packs a punch and speaks volumes with eerie 
images of a strange-looking people following our protago- 
nist. Yep, you can thank The Criterion Collection for a re- 
stored print of the film now available on DVD. 

Did this column end up becoming an unplanned en- 
dorsement for The Criterion Collection? Oddly enough, it 
did. Now that's scary!
